College Costs Will Continue 
Upward Trend During Year 


College costs will continue to 
soar in the 1964-65 school year, 
with private men’s colleges in 
the northeast and large private 
co-educational colleges in the 
trest leading the rise with a me­ 
dian increase of 8 per cent over 
the year before, the Life Insur­ 
ance Agency Management As­ 
sociation reported today. This 
represents an increase in col­ 
lege costs of about 50 per cent 
in the last eight years. 


I N DOLLARS, the median In­ 
creases in total basic charges 
win be $130 in private men’s 
colleges, $78 in jnlvate women’s 
coUeges, $100 in private coedu­ 
cational coUeges, and $23 to in­ 
state or college district residents 
in public coeducational colleges. 
In the case of private men’s 
colleges, these costs will be 
itoout $6^ higher than they were 
fight years ago. 
MEDIAN basic charg­ 
es for 1964-65 will be: 
— Private men’s colleges: 
northeast, $2,430; north central, 
11,760, $1,700; and west, $1,990. 
— Private women’s colleges: 
northeast, $2,235; north central, 
$1,512; south, $1,747; and west, 
$1,815. 
— Private coeducational col­ 
leges: northeast, $2,075; north 
central, $1,663; south, $1,297; and 
west, $1,663. 
—Public coeducational colleg­ 
es: northeast, $981; north cen­ 
ta l, $951; south, $762; and west, 
The median for out-of-state 
or out-of-coUege-district students 
will be $1,226 for the entire coun­ 
try. Tuition charges are smaU- 
er than room and board charges 
in these colleges, except for stu­ 
dents from outside the region 
for w’hich they were organized. 
NATIONALLY, 
median 
in- 
‘^reases for the coming school 
y'lar, by ty^pes of coUeges are: 
private men’s coUeges, 6 per 
cent; private women’s coUeges, 
5 per cent; private coeducation­ 
al coUeges, 6 per cent; pubUc 


coeducational coUeges, 3 per 
cent. In every case, the signi­ 
ficant increases will be in tui­ 
tion and fees. Only sUght in­ 
creases wlU take place in room 
and board charges. 
Differences in the coUege cost 
rise vary regionaUy more than 
they do in relation to the sizes 
of the coUeges, except among 
private women’s coUeges. Here, 
the smaU coUeges — those under 
500 students — wiU have a me­ 
dian increase of 6 per cent, 
whUe the medium-sized coUeges 
wUl gain only 3 per cent, and 
the large coUeges — of 700 or 
more — wiU gain 5 per cent. 
Among private men’s coUeges, 
those of medium size wUl in­ 
crease 7 per cent while both 
the large and smaU schools wiU 
gain 6 per cent. A 6 per cent 
gain wlU be general in aU three 
sizes of private coeducational 
coUeges. Both the smaU and 
medium pubUc 
coeducational 
coUeges wiU gain 3 per cent 
whUe the large universities, with 
4,500 or more students, wlU gain 
only 2 per cent.

Let' s Tell the Truth 


IT IS VERY EASY to talk twaddle. Ev ery o ne 
* do es it, right do wn to the chap who wishes 
y o u a “ go o d mo rning” with that dro p-dead smile. 
The danger co mes when we begin to think 
twaddle—and believ e it This is what is happen­ 
ing no w In the cigarette battle. 
First o f all, the United States Surgeo n Gen­ 
eral has clearly and witho ut hedging, stated that 
cigarette smo king is dangero us. It can pro duce 
cancer and, mo re frighteningly , it has a v ery 
bad effect o n the arteries. 
This was so me mo nths ago . In the meantime, 
Co ngress has danced aro und the issue like a herd 
o f mo ths aro und a flame—^flirting with it but 
nev er quite getting clo se eno ugh to bum. The 
idea o f being brav e and fo rthright and co nfirm­ 
ing by legislatio n the Surgeo n General’s findings 
fascinated the Co ngressmen, just as the flame 
fascinates mo ths. But they nev er quite to o k the 
plunge. 
No w the Federal Trade Co mmissio n has 
jgirded up its lo ins and made the pro no uncement: 
The cigarette manufacturers MUST label their 
pro ducts as dangero us no later than nex t y ear. 
Fro m the so unds eminating fro m the So uth, 
y o u’d think Fo rt Sumter was imder attack again. 
The to bacco manufacturers saw their carefully 
nurtured '’image” being shattered by this crass 
federal agency . Co ngress was inv o ked—and so 
was the po wer o f the co urts. 
WelL we do n’t kno w what Co ngress will do . 
Co ngress is pretty much a bed o f reeds—bro ken 
reeds, in many cases—^that sway s to ev ery pass­ 
ing wind. But the co urts may be ano ther matter 
alto gether. When the Surgeo n General’s ev idence 
Is presented, the cigarette manufacturers may 
find themselv es with mo re than they can chew. 
We do feel that there can be little o r no quar­ 
rel with the Surgeo n General’s repo rt Unfo rtun­ 
ately , this repo rt has fallen amo ng po liticians— 
which is pretty much the same thing as the go o d 
seed that in the Bible, fell amo ng weeds. What 
wm happen to the repo rt is pretty much what 
happen^ to the seed.

A FRIEND who Is an av id and regular reader 
o f Variety , the sho w biz trade paper, has 
sent us a clipping which speaks entirely fo r itself 
and say s as fo llo ws: 
Ev en “ Letters to The Edito r” are no t im­ 
mune to mo dem public relatio ns technicians. 
“ ‘Lady in A Cage,’ ” say s the Paramo unt 
pressbo o k, “ is a co ntro v ersial mo tio n picture and 
ev ery effo rt sho uld be made to capitalize o n its 
co ntro v ersy .” To this end, the pressbo o k carries 
ex amples o f two letters, o ne a “ pro test” letter 
and o ne a “ rebuttal” letter, to be planted with lo ­ 
cal newspapers and thus to call attentio n to the 
pic. 
Amo ng o ther things, the pro test letter 
states “ To say that it was brutal, sick, immo ral, 
perv erse and full o f sex y filth is putting it mildly 
. . . It’s no wo nder that crime, adultery and 
ev ery thing else results fro m o ur y o ung peo ple 
seeing this garbage. Let’s put an end to pictures 
as sick as this qne. . .” 
The rebuttal letter answers, in part: “ If its 
(sic) true that this picture is filthy , brutal and 
sick, its (sic) because it ho lds a mirro r up to so ­ 
ciety . . . so let’s sto p sticking o ur heads in the 
sand. Tho se that do n’t want to face the truth 
abo ut so me things to day can watch the dull pap 
that emanates fro m their telev isio n sets . . .” 
The pressbo o k go es o n to remind that ex hibi­ 
to r that the letters to the edito r space “ is space 
that y o u co uldn’t buy if y o u tried and Is wo rth 
many do llars mo re than y o ur no rmal adv ertis­ 
ing—AT NO COST.” 
It also cautio ns that the letters “ sho uld be 
planted in their pro per o rder.” In o ther wo rds, 
so me edito rs are bright eno ugh to suspect so me­ 
thing pho ny if the rebuttal letter is planted 
ahead o f the pro test letter.

In Pennsy lvania, with which we are mostly concerned, 48 
p er cent of the teachers of high school English did not major 
m that subject in college, about 36 p er cent had fewer than 24 
semester hours of college English instruction and about 55 p er 
cent have taken no graduate work In 
And obviously this is not enough. 
We notice right here that the command of the language 
among high school seniors is not satisfactory . We notice it be­ 
cause we constantly receive missives from y ouths communi­ 
cating with us in behalf of themselves, organizttions and sdiool 
group s. 
We cringe when we get them. 
We also cringe when we receive communications from 
some colleges. In several instances we have sent back to col­ 
leges cop ies of their news releases in which rudimentary bon­ 
ers in English were liberally scattered throughout. 
Studies continually p oint out that the first coUege course 
in EngUsh continues to be one of the most difficult hurdles for 
college freshmen. 
Why ? Because they have not had the p rop er background 
In their 12 y ears of association with the language in p rimary , 
elementary , junior high and high school. 
One of the things which continues to amaze us Is the fact 
that a history teacher, for instance, does not correct the Eng­ 
lish in a history theme, or that a social studies teacher grades 
only for the quality of the students’ work ulierein it attaches 
to that p articular field. 
Mistakes in English and sp elling go unnoticed or ignored 
if the ^asp of the other subject is adequate. 
This, in Itself, Is one of the most monumental lax ities in 
our educational sy stem. 
Teachers and students alike must reall» that if they can­ 
not communicate, they are virtually lost. 
This is a time for communication, effective, dear and 
concise 
Unless the student masters this before he leaves high 
school his future is dim indeed.

Gov. Johnson and LBJ 


WASHINGTON — President Ly ndon 
Johnson and Gov. Paul Johnson of Mis­ 
sissip p i don’t like to admit it, but they 
get along well together. If they talked 
about It, both would be hurt p olitically . 
Inside fact Is, however, that the two 
have conferred regarding the p roblem 
p rotecting the army of civil rights 
woiters under “Project Mississip p i,” and 
that Gov. Johnson Is jnst as anx ions to 
p revent disorder and crime in Mississip p i 
as any Northerner. 
Gov. Johnson was elected on a segre­ 
gationist ticket, defeating moderate ex - 
Gov. Jim Coleman, who is a p ersonal 
friend of Ly ndon Johnson’s. They served 
together in the House of Rep resentatives 
as secretaries to Congressmen. 
However, though Ly ndra Johnson was 
p ersonally disap p ointed at Coleman’s de­ 
feat, he has ap p reciated the coop eration 
given him by Gov. Paul Johnson. 
Paul’s ^andfather was also Governor 
of Mississip p i, and Mississip p i Negroes 
say that he did more to advance their 
cause than any other governor in history . 
Gov. Johnson’s p roblem Is at the 
comity level. He has difficnlty controlling 
local sheriffs and dep uty sheriffs, who are 
close to the White Citizens Connells and 
have turned Mississip p i at the county level 
into a p olice state. 
NOTE —Bobby Kennedy has sent the 
so-called “Hoffa task force” to Mississip p i. 
This is the small army of Justice Dep art­ 
ment sleuths which the Attorney General 
used “to get Hoffa”—one of the objectives 
his late brother p romised during his cam­ 
p aign for President. 
President Johnson faced a very sad 
task the other day when the p arents of 
the two white boy s who disap p eared in 
Mississip p i called at the White House. 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Goodman and 
Mr. and Mrs. Nathan Schwemer had 
come down from New York to see the 


President, and just as they were about to 
be ushered into his office an FBI tele­ 
gram was handed him that the car used 
by their sons had been found—burned and 
totally demolished. 
The President hesitated. There was no 
indication at that time as to whether or 
not the bodies of the three boy s were In 
the car. He didn’t want to distress the 
p arents. Nevertheless, he felt he had to 
give them the facts. 
“I’m sorry to give y ou this news,” he 
said and read the telegrarrf. ’The Schwer- 
ners and Goodmans took the news with­ 
out flinching, said they were p roud of their 
sons and that, if it had to be done over 
again, they would still authorize the trip 
to Mississip p i. 
An sorts of queer characters from 
coast are taming up to sp ur segregation­ 
ist battles. It’s escap ed national attention, 
but one man came aU the way from Cali­ 
fornia to p articip ate in the St. Augustine 
attemp t to block civil rights. He is Rev. 
Conrad Ly nch, California organizer 
the 
National States Rights Party . 
Another who'turned up in St. Augus­ 
tine is Jesse Stoner, attorney for the Na­ 
tional States Rights Party , who went to 
Florida from Birmingham. 
Meanwhile, today In Los Angeles, a 
significant raUy has been called by the 
White Citizens CooncU for tonight at the 
Ambassador Hotel, to nrge removal of the 
Rnmford Act from the California statute 
books. This is the act which bars discrim­ 
ination In honsing. A vote to abolish it 
comes up In California nex t November. 
Significantly , the rally to mobilize sup ­ 
p ort against the Rumford Act is being 
p romoted in p art by Kent H. Steffgen, for- 
mer organizer for the John Birch Society , 
who mailed out invitations. Ex -Congress­ 
man John Rousselot, chief sp arkp lug of 
the John Birch Society on the West Coast, 


admits that Steffgen was a p aid organ­ 
izer for the Birchites but got fired. He is ’ 
now the first p aid organizer for the White 
Citizens Council. 
Fred Hay man, manager of the Ambas­ 
sador, say s he is canceling reservations 
for the meeting. 
Meanwhile, June 27 was set by the " 
Minutemen and other sub rosa group s as ‘ 
the kic^-off time to start fighting against 
civil rights in every way p ossible from' 
coast to coast. 
Rep . Everett BurkhaKer, the California 
Democrat who defeated a John Birchite 
Congressman, Is fed np with Washington 
and is retiring after one term in Con- " 
gress. However, he is leaving behind some 
imp ortant ideas for his colleagues to 
chew on. 
One is a p rop osal that Congress adop t 
an electronic, p ush-button sy stem of vot-' 
ing. 
“It takes about 30 minutes for the 
house staff to call the roll,” say s Burk- 
halter, who has made quite a study of 
Congressional inefficiency . 
, 
“In contrast, electronic voting takw I 
only 28 to 39 seconds. Thfaty -fme states f 
already have this equip mrat in wie or 1 
both of their legislative houses.” This, la- * 
cidentally , includes Arkansas and 
bama. 
A button on every Congressman’s desir * 
would p ermit him to vote immediately ;"'* 
and the vote would be recorded in half 
a minute. In addition, Congressmwi would 
not be in the p osition of looking around 
the room to see how others voted, and " 
then following the herd Instinct by voting ' 
the same way . 
Rep . Burkhalter h a s Introduced a 
resolution asking for a thorough study of 
p ush-button voting. It could be a monu­ 
ment to his short two y ears in Wash- ' 
ington.

Cultural 'Thaw' Ending? 


Better mark his name down. It’s Josif Brodskij—or, in its 
Anglicized form, Josep h Brodsky , and it could be that this 
y oung man, rated by his contemp oraries as being a gifted 
p oet, will comp el Nikita Khrushchev to make a final decision 
one way or another in this business of liberalizing intellectual 
ex istence inside the Soviet Union. 
Brodsky is currently in a labor camp In the far north of 
Russia, near Archangel, where he has b e^ condemned to 
carry manure and do other demeaning work on a state farm 
for five y ears. His crime, nominally , is that he Is a “p arasite” 
or a “vagabond.” Like other indep endent intellectuals In the 
Soviet Union he would have disap p eared without trace if p rom­ 
inent p ^onalitles in the Soviet literary and art world—Sam- 
nel Marsak, the comp oser Dmitri Shostakovltch, among others 
—had not p rotested his sratence, which was decreed even be­ 
fore a trial. 
The p retest was smuggled out of Russia to form the basis 
of an article in the Literary Journal edited by Endre Enczi, 
a Hungarip Ji anti-Communist, in Paris. What makes it worthy 
of international note is that its signers, who are too imp ortant 
for Khrushchev to touch without tearing the fabric oi Soviet 
intellectual life ap art, insist that the trial of Brodsky was “a 
staged trial.” It was, so the p rotestors’ letter reads, “nothing 
but the condemnation of the p rofession of writing itself. The 
shouts, interrup ting the p roceedings, such as ‘all writers are 
p arasites!’ or ‘kick them out of Leningrad,’ are the result of 
tJ)e hatred of intellectualism, fomented in order to further 
the p rep arations and p roceedings of the trial, and a natural 
consequence of same.” 
So there the issue is joined by leading Soviet writers and 
artists against the bureaucrats and p arty functicmarles who 
reMDt giving inteltectnals any freedom to think. Brodsky ’s 
downfall resnlted from a diary and a few manuscrip ts which 
be wrote at the age of 16 or 17 (he is now 24). The diary came 
Into the hands of the Leningrad KGB, or secret p olice, who 
deduced from It that Brodsky , as a boy , had “fostered anti- 
Soviet feelings.” Althongh p oems and translations which he 
wrote at a later p eriod attracted the attention of snch well- 
known Soviet writers as Anna Ahmatova and Komy ei Chu­ 


kovsky , the old diary was made the basts for an accnsation 
by a Stalinist fnnctionary In the “p eop le’s militia” of Lenin- ' 
grad that Brodsky was an “Irresp onsible and cy nical p ara­ 
site.” 
On the day he was released from a Moscow sanatorium, 
where he had gone to be treated for a nervous collap se, 
Brodsky was seized for “try ing to evade the p roceedings of ' 
the law.” There followed the staged trial, and the banish-' " 
ment to the far north. 
All of this was taking p lace at a time when Khrushchev 
was try ing to create an image for himself as the man who 
had brought an end to Stalinist p ersecutions of artists and 
writers. The Ironical element in Brodsky ’s arrest as a “vaga­ 
bond” Is that the same charge was once made against Max im • ’» 
Gorky , one of the grand Inmlnaries of Russian literature, by 
the Czar’s government. (Gorky was arrested In the city of 
Nizhni Novgorod, which after the Rcvolntlon was renamed • 
Goiky . So It’s a case of the old Russian desp otism crop p ing 
np under new guise—“the more It changes, the more It’s the^ >■* 
same thing.” 
• The p rotest of the intellectuals in the Brodsky case p uts 
it firmly up to Khrushchev to fish or cut bait in the matter 
of p urging Soviet cultural life of Stalinist rep ressions. The . 
odds are that Khrushchev will wriggle a bit and then end up ' 
on the side of the disguised sort of Stalinism. Note that 
Brodsky was not condemned as a traitor to Communism, but 
merely as a loafer who must be rehabilitated through forced’ 
labor. Any writer is vulnerable to this sort of treatment in 
tingRussia, for Khrushchev does not consider p oetry to be 
woric. In the p ast Khrushchev has taken a roundabout way of 
getting rid of writers who bother him. Yevtushenko, the p oet 
who p rotested against Soviet anti-Semitism, has evidently 
been subjected to banishment from Moscow, although rep orts’ 
have it th^t he was brought back momentarily to ap p ear at a 
recep tion for Marlene Dietrich. Other offending writers have 
been stashed away in asy lums, as was rep orted in this column 
some momhs ago. 
.Khrushchev is so concerned about his writers’ “mental 
health!”

The first ru le of treatm ent is to stop the cosm etic and 
apply a cream or salv e containing hy drocortisone. Complete 
recov ery m ay tak e a few week s becau se eosin rem ains in 
the crack s of the lips for some time. A hy po-allergenic lip­ 
stick is u sed thereafter. 


The lips are ex posed to many ty pes of inju ry and irrita­ 
tion .su ch as lip biting, ex posu re to su nlight, and contact with 
dentrifices. perfu mes, dru gs, and food. Chronic inflam m a­ 
tion heals slowly , especially when .scales and fi.ssu res are 
pre.sent. Healing is delay ed by pu lling or biting off shreds 
of ti.ssu e and^ moistening the lips with

Willk ie talk ed by telephone to 
the la.st Repu blican who had pre­ 
sided ov er the nation from the 
White Hou se. Form er President 
H erbert Hoov er later said he 
thou ght Mr. Willk ie might be 
“ too radical.” 
Go v erno r Scra nto n Is a hea d 
o f the ga me here. If no t by 
much, in his telepho ne ex cha ng­ 
es with the la st Republica n to 
liv e in the White Ho use. Fo rmer 
President Eisenho wer didn’t tell

ination.” Bu t “ if the delegates 
find I ’m the av ailable m an to 
carry on the fight,” Mr. Jam es 
was' willing. Pennsy lv ania’s del­ 
egation nam ed him its “ fav orite 
.son.” There was one holdou t in 
the 7 2-v ote delegation, Lack a- 
wana Cou nty ’s E v erett A. Ros­ 
ser. L ater three others wou ld 
join him. 


Gov ernor Jam es made speech­ 
es blistering the “third term ites” 
and President Frank lin D. Roo.s- 
ev elt. He went to Minnesota and 
proclaim ed

co nv entio n 
wa s held in the wa ke o f a bit­ 
ter prima ry ca mpa ign in which 
Sta te Cha irma n La wrence ha d 
suffered a sma shing defea t a t 
the ha nds o f Sen. J o seph Guf­ 
fey . Six ty -two o f $7 co unty cha ir­ 
men snscribed to a decla ra tio n 
which rea d: 
“ It is a tradition of the Dem­ 
ocratic Party of long standing 
and practice to perm it the sen­ 
ior candidate at the prim ary 
election to su ggest the person 
u pon whom shall rest the re­ 
sponsibility for the su cce.ssfu l 
condu ct of the bu sine.ss of the 
Democratic Party of .State.” 
The wa rring fa ctio ns then ha d 
a “ kiss a nd ma ke up” co nv en­ 
tio n. Mr. La wrence stepped o ut 
a s cha irma n a nd wa s na med 
Demo cra tic na tio na l co mmittee­ 


ma n, a nd a new pa rty cha irma n 
wa s na med. 


The parallel to what has ju .st 
happened at this y ear’s Demo­ 
cratic state conv ention is strik ­ 
ing. 


In 1940, Mr. Lawrence told a 
new spaperm an: “ It doe.sn’t m at­ 
ter who ru ns for the Repu bli­ 
cans. FDR will slau ghter him .” 
La st week, Mr. La wrence sa id 
a lmo st the .sa me thing: “ It do es­ 
n’t ma tter who the Republica n 
ca ndida te Is, President J o hnso n 
will bea t him.” 


This is the way it was only 
a few week s before the Repu b­ 
lican conv ention in 1940. New 
Y ork ’s Di.strict Attorney , Thom­ 
as E. Dewey , was the front-ru n­ 
ner. Ohio’s Sen. Robert A. Taft 
was not far behind. Michigan 
had a “fav orite son,” Sen Ar­ 
thu r H. Vandenbu rg, and there 
was Penn.sy lv ania’s Jame§ . 
And there was that v ery late 
starter 
who 
was 
mak ing 
a 
whirlwind pu .sh for delegates, 
Wendell L. Willk ie. 


Willkie tra iled a ba d third wi 
the first ba llo t with 18 5 , behind 
Ta ft who ha d 18 9, a nd fa r be­ 
hind Dewey who ha d 3M. Rnt 
it wa s a ll do wnhill fo r Dewey 
a fter tha t a nd beca me a ba ttle 
between the co nserv a tiv e Sena ­ 
to r Ta ft a nd the libera l WiUkie. 


Willk ie cau ght u p with Taft 
on the third ballot and won ort 
the six th. It took 5 01 v otes for 
the nomination. Willk ie had « 5 9. 
Taft had .314, and 11 delegates 
held ou t for Dewey to the bitter 
end. 


That Nov ember Willk ie polled 
more v otes than any other Re­ 
pu blican ev er had before, bu t 
FDR won a third term with 
ease. 


This is the way it was 24 
y ears ago for Wendell L. Willk ie 
who waged a last-minu te cam ­ 
paign for the Repu blican Presi­ 
dential nomination as Pennsy l­ 
v ania’s Gov ernor Scranton is do­ 
ing today .

A Jeu ish grou p began a car 
patrol plan recently in Brook ly n 
in an effort to cu rb a rising 
nu m ber of attack s by hoodlu ms. 
The wife of a rabbi had been 
dragged from her home and 
raped. 
The grou p’s m em bers now in­ 
clu de both whites and Negroes 
and a nu m ber of religions are 
repre.sented. Radio cars patrol 
the Crown Heights section from 
du .sk to dawn. 
Mo.st large cities hav e civ ilian 
au x iliary police u nits, bu t oper-

join the police au x iliary . 


When trou ble dev elops, police 
are notified. 


‘There is no action we can 
tak e again.st them becau .se they 
are not v iolating the law ,” the 
police spok esman said. 
I..OS Angeles has two reserv e 
police u nits, a city police grou p 
of 110 and 1.120 men with the 
cou nty sheriff’s office. 


Abou t half of the .sheriff’s re­ 
serv ists pair with regu lar offi­ 
cers in patrol cars, work in 
jails, and perform jobs .similar 
to those of fu ll-time depu ties. 
O thers serv e on mou ntain res­ 
cu e team s and in the sheriff’s 
mou nted posse.

wind.storm hit the city on Col­ 
u mbu s Day in 1962 and within 
an hou r 1.50 au x iliary work ers 
were on du ty .

CENTRAL CITY, Colo. (AP) 
—Central City 
residents 
want 
legalized gambling in this re­ 
stored old mining cam p — and 
they ’re determ ined that neither 
state nor Denv er society is go­ 
ing to stop them . 
At is.su e is the v alidity of a 
section of the Central City char­ 
ter granted 100 y ears ago by 
Colorado’s T erritorial 
Legisla­ 
tu re. 
It say s that Central City m ay 
“ licen.se, 
re.strain, 
regu late, 
prohibit and .su ppre.ss tippling 
hou .ses, gambling hou .ses, baw­ 
dy hou .ses and other disorderly 
hou ses.” 
Ru t sev eral state statu tes pro­ 
hibit gambling and prostitu tion, 
and the state has its own liq u or 
laws. 
W hether gambling ev er does 
retu rn here depends on the ou t­ 
come of a 
su it 
soon 
to 
be 
brou ght in cou rt. 
If Central City wins, it might 
ev en gain the right to hav e its 
own liq u or laws. Bu t gam bling 
is the i.s.su e in the case, and it’s 
su pported by most of the com­ 
m u nity ’s .350 residents. 
Gambling is oppo.sed by the 
Central City Opera A.ssociation 
—the principal indu stry in the 
comm u nity —that 
draw s 
abou t 
7.5 0,000 tou rists each y ear to this 
city

in 
the 
Rock ies 
35 .m iles

Denv er. 
The a.s.sociation has abou t 700 
m em bers—.some .350 are prin­ 
cipal contribu tors, 
and

Seme Central City residents 
clai.m the a.ssociation is try ing 
to force the town into su bm is­ 
sion. 
The a.s.sociation

lowed in. 
While nearly all Central City 
residents agree that the opera 
a sso cia tio n ha s bro ught Iheir 


commu nity back to v ibrant life 
from a q u arter-centu ry depres­ 
sion.

Bill Ru .s.sell, the m ay or, say s

Abou t one-third of the city ’s 
$.30,000 annu al bu dget goes for 
police. 
Park ing is another problem— 


there aren’t enou gh lots to han­ 
dle all the tou ri.sts. 
The city needs a new' sew'er 
sy stem and w ater work s and a 
bond i.ssu e wou ld be necessary 
to finance them.

It has been a confu .sing Repu blican y ear. Henry Cabot 
Lodge, U. S. amba.ssador to Sou th Viet Nam won the New 
Hampshire presidential prim ary althou gh he was far off in 
Sou theast A.sia and said he was not a candidate. 
Sen. Ba rry Go ldwa ter o f Arizo na a nd New Yo rk’s Go v . 
Nelso n A. Ro ckefeller ha d ca mpa igned ha rd in tha t unpre­ 
dicta ble New Engla nd sta te. Then Ro ckefeller, by the pells, 
wa sn’t suppo sed to win in Orego n but he dkl. 
While the polls said Rock efeller wou ld win In California, 
it was Goldwater who won. When the Repu blican gov ernors 
met in Clev eland in early Ju ne and some talk ed of stopping 
Goldwater. none stu ck his neck ou t. 
Then 
Pennsy lv anian 
William W. Scranton su ddenly did. He annou nced he wou ld 
be a candidate for the Repu blican nomination. He has been 
scooting arou nd the cou ntry ev er since, try ing to mak e in­ 
roads on Goldwater bu t doesn’t seem to hav e m ade any im­ 
pressiv e ones y et.

Lo dge 
resigned a s a mba ssa do r, a n­ 
no unced his so le rea so n fo r do ing so wa s to co me ho me ta 
help Scra nto n sto p Go ldwa ter, a nd in the pro cess go t into o 
disa greement with o ther Republica ns, including Scra nto n. 


Lodge, who had been am bassador in Sou theast Asia u n­ 
der the Democratic adm inistrations of Presidents Kennedy 
and John.son, said the w ar against commu nism there is on 
the right track and shou \1 not be a political issu e this y ear. 
Bu t Goldwater, who has been criticizing the D em ocrats’ 
Sou theast Asian policy for months, said it most definitely 
is an issu e. And Su nday so did Rep. William E. Miller, chair­ 
m an of the Repu blican National Committee. 
Ev en Scra nto n disa greed with Lo dge. He sa id “ a s fa r a « 
I a m co ncerned. It is a n issue.” Where this is lea ding is 
ha rd to sa y . 
Since Goldwater is a con.serv ativ e and .some of the oth­ 
er top Repu blican leaders are 
not—men 
lik e 
Scranton, 
Lodge, Rock efeller and Michigan’s Gov . George Romney — 
they want a v oice in the direction the party tak es, ev en if 
the conv ention nominates Goldwater. 


Lodge, Romney and Rock efeller are going to appear 
before the comm ittee in San Francisco to say what they 
think the platform shou ld contain. Goldwater has said he 
wou ld lik e the platform to be merely a statem ent of prin­ 
ciples rather than a list of specifics. 
But if he gets the no mina tio n, a nd a t this mo ment his 
cha nces lo o k unex celled, he will need bro a d Republica n 
suppo rt, no t o nly fro m pa rty lea ders who no w disa gree with 
him but fro m ra nk-a nd-file Republica ns, to n. 
This m ay indu ce him to compromise on the platform ’s 
contents. 
For ex am ple: while a m ajority of Repu blicans in both 
hou ses of Congress v oted for the civ il rights bill, Goldwater 
v oted again.st it. 
This 
may help him with some Sou thern 
Dem ocrats bu t it angered .some Repu blicans. 
If they insist o n a stro ng civ il rights pla nk in the pla t­ 
fo rm, it is po ssible (io Mwa ter wo n’t ma ke a n issue o f it. He 
ca n ex pla in tha t while he v o ted a ga inst the bill he wo nM, 
a s a presidentia l duty , enfo rce it if elected. 
The platform problem m ay produ ce the conv ention’# 
greatest heat.

farming operations last sum­ 
mer. While working at the Farm 
Colony, north of the administra­ 
tion b uildings, he discovered 
several golf b alls lying in the 
tomato patch, which b orders on 
the Conewango Valley Country 
Club golf course. It seems that 
those unfortunate golfers with a 
hook on No. 7 drove their b alls 
onto the Farm Colony field. This 
enterprising indi\1dual 
b egan 
to harv’est golf b alls as well as 
tomatoes, and he found that golf 
b alls b rought a b etter price. 
Within a few' weeks the patient, 
a firm b eliever in the spirit of 
capitalism, sold his harvest for 
a tidy profit. 
WEILER, Stilwell and Rey^ 
nolds, who have 57 years of ex­ 
perience among them at the hos­ 
pital 
f a r m , n ot e d several 
changes that have occurred dur­ 
ing the past two decades. In the 
past, the farm employed more 
patients, b ut it has graduaUy 
b ecome more mechanized, and 
patients are used in other capac­ 
ities. Since no patient is allowed 
to operate farm machinery, the 
automation has meant that more 
non-patient employes are used 
in the fields. “A job that for­ 
merly used 60 men, now uses 
four,” Stilwell commented. 
In the past, according to hos­ 
pital officials, fights among 
patients interrupted the farm 
work, b ut more harmonious 
-.ufking conditions prevail now, 
due to improved medications 
and treatments. Modem drugs 
have made it possib le to tear 
dow’n the fences that formerly 
surrounded the fields that pa­ 
tients used to work in. 
WEILER N O T E D that the 
farm no longer raises poultry 
and hogs, b ecause these opera­ 
tions were “just not economi­ 
cal.” And Reynolds pointed out 
that, due to medical and eco­ 
nomic reasons, patients no long­ 
er eat across the Conewango 
Creek at Cranb rook, where his 
dairy operation is located. 
Although hospital 
of f i c i a l s 
agree that the farm has b ecome 
more efficient over the years, 
several prob lems must b e faced 
in the future. Rob ert Phillips, 
b usiness manager, pointed out 
that expansion programs at the 
hospital limits the acreage that 
can b e used for famiing. New 
b uildings mean that “we must 
find new ways to grow crops 
more efficiently on a smaller 
tract of land,” he said. He ad­ 
ded that the hospital could pur­ 
chase new farm land, b ut it 
would have to b e adjacent to the 
e.xisting set-up b ecause of the 
difficulties involved in patient 
transportation. 
PATIENT DISCHARGES have 
Increased rapidly during the last 
decade, and while this repre­ 
sents a positive step in patient 
therapy, Phillips said that this 


has created some chaos in farm­ 
ing at the hospital. The turn­ 
over means that new patients 
do not have time to b ecome 
skilled in their particular job , 
he explained. And patients are 
transferred b etw’een job s more 
often, b ecause this reassignment 
has b ecome an integral part in 
the medical treatment of the 
patient. Efficient job retraining 
is the only solution to this prob ­ 
lem, Phillips commented. 
Hospital officials emphasized 
that all patients work under the 
auspices of trained attendants, 
and no patient has a job that 
has not b een assigned b y a hos­ 
pital psychiatrist. The farm ad­ 
ministrators have no authority 
over any of the 200 patients 
working on the agricultural pro­ 
gram. This means that many 
patients do not produce at the 
capacity of regular farm em­ 
ployes, b ut they must b e treat­ 
ed as patients, not lab orers, he 
said. “The farm is here to b ene­ 
fit only the patients,” Phillips 
concluded.

Cabot Lodge, ex panding on his 
v iew that he doesn’t see how 
U.S. policy in the Viet Nani war 
could become a campaign issue, 
say s ‘T don’t see how it gets 
v otes — how y ou can make it 
a good issue.” 
He adds:

Lodge, who resigned after 10 
months as ambassador to South 
Viet Nam, returned Monday to 
help Pennsy lv ania Gov .

W. Scranton in his campaign for

Repubbcan 
presidential 
nomination. 
President J ohnson met with 
the retiring ambassador at the 
White House, then went before 
newsmen with Lodge at his side 
to ex press pubUc thanks for his 
serv ices in Saigon. 
In reply ing to questions sub­ 
mitted to him 
by 
Wes 
Gal­ 
lagher, general manager of The 
Associated Press, Lodge said 
things in Viet Nam started to 
go better and I felt it was my 
duty to be here” to help Scran­ 
ton. 
The questions had been asked 
of Lodge in Saigon, but he said 
he preferred to defer his replies 
until his resignation became ef­ 
fectiv e Monday .

Humanitarian Award, 196 2; and 
United States Chamber o f Co m­ 
merce Great Living American 
Award, 196 3. 
Bo m in Nebraska, Dr. J udd 
first wo rked o n a farm, then 
wo rked his way thro ugh the Un­ 
iversity o f Nebraska and its 
medical scho o l. He served as a 
Lieutenant in the U. S. Army 
in Wo rld War I and in 1925 
went as a medical missio nary 
to bandit and malaria-infested 
So uth China. 
COMING HOME in 1938, J udd 
spo ke to 14 00 audiences in 4 6 
states abo ut his co nvictio n that 
we must sto p building up the 
J apanese war machine. After 
Pearl Harbo r, he was urged to 
beco me a candidate fo r Co n­ 
gress — he was elected in 194 2 
and served fo r twenty y ears in 
the Ho use o f Representatives.

Congo Premier Reigns Post 
As Last UN Troop Depart 


LEOPOLDVILLE^ the Congo 
(A P)—Premier C y^e Adoula 
resigned today as the Congo 
marked the fourth anniversary 
of its independence and the last 
U.N. troops left the country. 
President Joseph Kasavubu 
announced he had a c c e p t e d 
Adoula’s resignation. He said 
a new government would be 
formed in a few days.

Tshombe, the secessionist whose 
defiance of Adoula’s government 
was ended by the U.N. Congo 
force early in 1963. 
Tshombe returned last week

Wading into the Tide 


LOS ANGELES — There is so mething abo ut 
Bo bby Bragan that inspires his emplo y ei's to ro w 
do ggedly into the tide o f public sentiment. 
Bo bby was managing a winter league team o ne 
time in Hav ana. The club was go ing bad. The o wn­ 
er inv ited the lo cal press to o ast a ballo t o n whether 
Bragan sho uld be retained. The writers v o ted 30-3 
to thix )w him o ut. 
Defiantly , the o wner rehired him — and Bo bby 
came back the fo llo wing winter to win the pen­ 
nant. 
In Milwaukee lately , the fans hav e been giv ­ 
ing Bragan the bird the instant he appears o n the 
field. The impudence o n the part o f these black­ 
guards ev en to intimate that Bo bby isn’t go o d 
eno ugh to manage the Brav es has pro mpted the 
o wnership to lash back. 
It has anno unced that 
Bragan no t o nly will finish this seaso n, but has 
been signed to a co ntract fo r 196 5. 
The Milwaukee o wners take the po sitio n that 
It requires no brains to go with a guy who is win­ 
ning. Appraising a lo ser is the real test o f judg­ 
ment. 
Last y ear at this time, Bragan’s team hit a 
slump. The management called a press co nfer- 
■ ence, leading many to believ e that it was go o dby e 
Bo bby . Instead, the anno uncement was made that 
he had been giv en a new co nti'act. 
The pnncipal co mplaint o n the part o f fans in 
Milwaukee has been that Bragan has changed the 
•lineup so o ften that the club has lo st its stability . 
In a sb-etch o f 6 5 games, he tried 4 6 different 
starting co mbinatio ns. 


No Immediate Results 


No t o ne to pro ceed by the bo o k, Bo bby has 
do ne uno rtho do x things wtih his lineup fo r y ears. 
In his first seaso n as a manager, in fact, he to o k 
o v ^er the Fo rt Wo rth farm fo r the Do dgers and 
made the distressing disco v eiy that his o utfield­ 
ers co uldn’t hit. 
To dramatize his predicament, in the ho pe o f 
getting help fro m the ho me o ffice, he aiTanged his 
lineup o ne night so that the o utfielders batted sev ­ 
enth, eighth and ninth. 
'The mo v e was widely publicized, as Bo bby 
anticipated. Did he get help fro m the Do dgers? 
“ I go t a telegram instead,” he answered. “ It 
said that if I pull ano ther stunt like that, I was 
fired.” 
Bragan’s pro blem in Milwaukee to day is stand- 
ai'd fo r a club that makes tirades that do n’t imme­ 
diately pay o ff. The Brav es sacrificed pitching fo r 
hitting, sending Bo b Shaw and Bo b Hendley to the 
Giants fo r Felipe Alo u and Ed Bailey . 
A lefthanded batsman, Bailey was to play 
against righthanded pitchers, releasing regular 
catcher Jo e To rre fo r serv ice at first base. 
On the drawing bo ard, the idea was pei-fect. 
The o nly tro uble is that Bailey has sto pped hitting, 
which puts him in the class o f Alo u, Eddie Mathews 
and ev en Heni*y Aaix x i, who se firepo wer this y ear 
is belo w no rmal. 


Charges Nev er Pursued 


Left with thin pitching and heav y batting which 
has ceased to be heav y , a manager, undero tand- 
ably , is immersed in tro ubles, and his attempt to 
ex tricate himself with lineup juggling isn’t at all 
unco nv entio nal. 
When a team, baseball o r fo o tball, is go ing 
bum, o wnerships o ften cx /mpo und the pro blem by 
i*o ntracting a co mmo n illness called rabbit-earo . 
Which is to say , they start listening to fans. 
This can be a serio us mistake f<»* a v ery plaus- 
|lMe reaso n — in the o v erwhelming majo rity o f 
cases, fans do n’t kno w fro m no thin’. 
W’hen Sid Gillman was co aching the Lo s An- 
feles Rams, he met o pp^itio n fro m the stands 
each lime he went fo r a field go al, the cro wd im­ 
plo ring him to gamble, instead, fo r the firo t do wn. 
He branded Lo s Angeles a ” Go -Fo r-It” to wn. 
He also agreed to sho o t fo r the y ardage if the fans 
wo uld keep him o n a y early retainer if the gambles 
failed and he was fired. 
Repeatedly last y ear, fans challenged the base­ 
ball intellect o f Walter Alsto n. He was accused o f 
stay ing to o lo ng with certain pitchers, no t lo ng 
eno ugli with certain hitters and o f adhering to o 
clo sely to co nv entio n, charges that so meho w wero 
nev er pursued fo llo wing the fo urth game o f the 
Wo rld Series. 
If the Philadelphia o wnership had y ielded to 
the entreaties o f its fans. Gene Mauch, resident 
genius in the Natio nal League, wo uld hav e been 
lo ng go ne. He blew 23 games in a ro w in o ne 
sti’etch, a majo r league recx wd. 
One has tix >uble respiting a club with rabbit- 
ears. It suggests an edito r unduly wo rried o v er 
readers’ tastes. A go o d edito r kno ws standaids bet­ 
ter than the av erage reader and he has unflinch­ 
ing faith in his judgment. 
Similarly , the Milwaukee management is co n­ 
v inced that it kno ws mo re than its fans. This qual­ 
ity y o u hav e to go fo r.
